SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—For 
the teen-age boy who lias Just 
married, a counselor has a 
word of advice: “Now that you 
have married the girl, try to 
make friends with her.’’

because a

teachers a $6,000 contract and 
if the government did not come 
through with the money, the dis­ 
trict would be liable.

and another 17 miles southwest 
with rockets and 20mm cannon 
fire. A huge explosion rocked 
one of the missile complexes, a 
pilot reported. The airmen spot­ 
ted rockets on the launching 
pads just before they roared in 
but only one missile was set up. 
It missed. 
Three other flights of Thun­ 
derchiefs struck the main rail­ 
road bridge between Hanoi and 
Vinh with 750-pound bombs, 


leaving it completely “ sagged, 
twisted and definitely unserv­ 
iceable,” a spokesman said.

Loyalty Oath 


Struck Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
Supreme Court struck down to­ 
day an Arizona law requiring a 
loyalty oath of all state em­ 
ployes. 
Justice Willia.n O. Douglas 
delivered the 5-4 decision. Jus­ 
tice Byron R. White wrote a 
dissenting 
opinion. 
Justices 
Tom C. Clark, John M. Harlan 
and Potter Stewart joined in 
White’s opinion. 
The court ruled on an appeal 
by Mrs. Barbara Elfbrandt, a 
public school teacher of Tucson 
who refused to sign the oath. 
The law says public employes 
who refuse to sign must be tak­ 
en off the payroll, although not 
discharged. Mrs. Elfbrandt has 
taught for eight years without 
pay. 
She contended the require­ 
ment denied her right of free 
association and free speech. 
She is a member of the Re­ 
ligious 
Society 
of 
Friends 
(Quakers), but her attorney 
emphasized before the Supreme 
Court that the tect was not be­ 
ing argued in the case. 
Vernon Elfbrandt, husband of 
Mrs. Elfbrandt, likewise re­ 
fused to sign and has taught for 
eight years without pay. Hie at­ 
tack on the state law was 
brought in her name only. 
Estimates were made that if 
she won the case, the Elf- 
brandts would likely collect 
back pay of about $50,000. The 
former Spokane, Wash., couple 
have 
received financial 
aid 
from friends and supporters of 
their beliefs. 
Douglas said in his majority 
opinion the Arizona act “threat­ 
ens the cherished freedom of 
association protected by the 
First Amendment.”

There is irony in the loss of three lives and 
the injury to 11 others on the Italian luxury 
liner Michelangelo 
during a storm on the 
Atlantic. 
The American people have become aroused 
about heavy loss of lives on antiquated cruise 
ships of foreign registry. This concern is proper. 
The requirements for safety on many of these 
ships doesn’t match that of those of this country. 
More stringent requirements may be imposed 
but meanwhile Americans are advised to investi­ 
gate the ship on which they are sailing. 
The irony about the deaths and injury on the 
Michelangelo is that the ship is one of the 
newest ones, presumably equpped with the most 
modern stabilizers and other safety features. 
It will be interesting to note in the event of an 
investigation what radar or other equipment is 
available on the ship to detect storms along the 
Atlantic route. 
This equipment could mean the difference be­ 
tween life and death for the passengers of a 
ship. 
Travelers should have no hesitancy about in­ 
quiring about the availability of such safety 
devices before sailing. 
It may be that the Italian ship had all the 
most modern storm detection equipment and 
other safety devices but it still got caught in 
the ferocious storm. 
The ship was struck by waves more than 130 
feet high. Other ships also were caught in the 
storm. 
Two of the fatalities on the Italian liner 
were men, who succumbed to head wounds in 
their first class cabins. 
Regardless of the safety devices available 
and the precautions taken by the crew of the 
Michelangelo, the tragedy is a reminder that 
life is hazardous and uncertain—a fact rein­ 
forced by the heavy toll on highways all over 
the country.

FOLK CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE 
“I couldn’t stop making money if I tried,” 
says Joan Baez, the folk singer who made 
sure of her fortune and her future in a sudden, 
stunning performance at the 1959 Newport 
• to\k Festival.» Some indication of the truth 
of her statement comes from her total federal 
income tax of about $55,000 last year, of which 
about $35,000 was not immediately paid. 
Miss Baez announced in March that she would 
hold out 60 per cent of this year’s tax obliga­ 
tion, 
due on Friday, April 15. This is the 
amount the singer estimates “goes for killing 
and torture, as in Viet Nam, and for the 
development of even more horrible war methods 
to use in the future.” This will be the third 
year Miss Baez has decided what part of her 
federal income tax she wanted to pay. 
Now, actually, the federal government does 
get the outstanding money, and Miss Baez 
knows this. Federal agents just find out where 
her money is, attach liens on it, and collect 
from the banks. Last year they found enough 
to pay for about $6,000 in penalties for 1963 
and 1964. 
The gesture is expensive, but Miss Baez has 
her own rationale. “ My point is not to win a 
fight with the government,” she says (Quoted, 
N. Y. Times, March 6, 1966). “ I just have 
to do what I think is right. It’s a symbolic pro­ 
test. I’m not foolish enough to think the gov­ 
ernment won’t find the money.” 
Miss Baez is anti-war, pro-civil rights in a 
most direct and guileless way. As a singer 
she has been pretty traditional, but her fans 
are alarmed that her next record is reported 
to be something called folk-rock. As for her 
social views, she remarks: “ Everyone says I’m 
politically naive, and I am. So are the people 
running politics, or we wouldn’t be in wars, 
would we.”

Passing of the Old Metropolitan Opera House 
in New York need not cause any tears. 
Actually the new era is more promising. More 
people are genuinely interested in opera today 
than during the Met’s heyday. They have a 
better place to hear it. There is no snobbery 
connected with it. 
The era of the Old Met was symbolized by the 
rule of iron administration over the diamond 
horseshoe by Mrs. William Backhouse Astor 
Jr. — she eventually made him drop his middle 
name. The old house then was privately owned. 
The house was built by New York society who 
could not be accomodated with boxes at the old 
Academy of Music. It achieved its greatest 
fame in 1885 when the Academy folded and Mrs. 
Astor brought to the then new building the bucket­ 
fuls of diamonds that studded the glitter of the 
lower tier of box seats — the Diamond Horse­ 
shoe. 
Few of the boxholders cared about opera. The 
box was a place to entertain, a place to be seen. 


Shortly after World War I, boxes sold for as 
much as $200,000. 
Since, the character of the audience began a 
steady process of democratization. 
The final performance will be Saturday. 
Then the opera moves to gleaming, new Lincoln 
Center, the world’s largest opera house, now 
98 per cent completed, built at a cost of $46 
million compared with $2 million for the old 
house, constructed in 1883.

“WE HAVE SUCH A DRUG” 
April is Cancer Control Month by Presidential 
proclamation. During this month the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society is seeking funds for im­ 
portant programs of research, education and 
service. It is also seeking something even 
more important for the immediate present—to 
communicate. 
It would be just as appropriate to designate 
April as Cancer Communication Month. Why? 
As a distinguished health officer said recent­ 
ly: “ If someone invented a drug that would 
cure half of the present cases of cancer, the 
excitement would be beyond belief. We have 
such a drug: It is communication.” 
An estimated one-half of all cases of cancer 
could be cured by finding them soon enough 
and “doing for them what we already know how 
to do.” However, only one-third is being saved, 
largely because the individual does not go to 
his doctor in time for early diagnosis. 
The problem of eliminating the gap between 
one-third and one-half — of adding 95,000 
lives to the 190,000 now saved each year — 
is difficult. It is a problem of communication 
and motivation. Too often we are unable to 
persuade people to act in their own health 
interest — to present themselves in time for 
early diagnosis and treatment of cancer. At 
minimum, this means a health checkup at least 
once a year. 
During April, volunteers of the American 
Cancer Society will be calling on you. They 
will ask for funds to support life-saving pro­ 
grams in cancer control. They will urge you 
to have a health checkup now — if you have 
not already had one — and to do so every year. - 
We urge you to do both.

WASHINGTON 
— President 
Johnson 
was 
well 
known 
in Mexico long before he be­ 
came president, for standing 
up for the rights of Mexlcan- 
American citizens and for help­ 
ing elect the first congress­ 
man of that race, Henry Gon­ 
zales of Texas. It was John­ 
son, who with Cantinflas, stood 
on the rear of a truck making 
speeches for Gonzales all over 
San Antonio. 
Therefore, Lyndon Johnson, 
not only as president but as 
an individual, was most wel­ 
come in Mexico. 
However, some of his policies 
and one of his top advisers 
have not been welcome, and it 
would require several goodwill 
trips to several different coun­ 
tries to undo their mistakes. 
No. 1 mistake-maker is Tom 
Mann of Laredo, Tex., former 
ambassador to Mexico, former 
assistant 
secretary for 
the 
American Republics, and now 
an under Secretary of State 
for Economic Affairs. 
Tom 
is 
a charming “ old- 
school” 
diplomat who was 
brought to Washington by the 
late Congressman Maury Mave­ 
rick in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration, and in -some respects 
grew up in government with 
Lyndon Johnson. 
Lyndon is 
noted for loyalty to his friends. 
On one occasion he even brought 
a group of Latin-American am­ 
bassadors into the White House 
and tried to persuade them, with 
typical Johnstonian eloquence, 
what a great diplomat Tom 
Mann was. The 
ambassadors 
went away unconvinced. 
They gave Mann credit—or 
discredit--for the s hoot-first- 
look-later decision to land U.S. 
troops in the Dominican Repub­ 
lic, a decision which aroused 
hostile, anti-American senti­ 
ment all over the hemisphere. 
\t that time it looked as if 
CJ.S. -Latin American relations 
lad hit an all-time low. 
A BUST IN PANAMA 
The 
latest Pan American 
neeting, in Panama, probably 


has not sent them any lower; 
for they couldn't have gone 
much lower. But neither did it 
raise them. And this was one 
reason 
State Department of­ 
ficials were so delighted when 
President Johnson made his 
last-minute decision to go to 
Mexico. 
What happened in Panama was 
that diplomats representing the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States tried to accomplish two 
main objectives: 
1. 
Establish a permanent 
peace-keeping force to prevent 
war in the Western Hemisphere. 
2. 
Organize moves to effect 
closer economic cooperation. 
Neither got very far. 
The majority of Latin Ameri­ 
can diplomats gave a solid kick 
in the pants to Washington’s 
pet scheme of an OAS peace­ 
keeping force. The project was 
pigeonholed. The only major 
country backing us was the mili­ 
tary government of Brazil. 
But when it came to economic 
cooperation, the Latin Ameri­ 
can nations were genuinely en­ 
thusiastic. There has long been 
talk of a Pan American com­ 
mon market to take advantage 
of the lessons learned from 
the European common market 
and rival it. Already there are 
two modest attempts at common 
markets in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere, one by the five Central 
American nations, the other by 
the nine members of the Free 
Trade Association—Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, Peru, 
Uruguay, Mexico, Columbia and 
E cuador. 
To further hemisphere eco­ 
nomic cooperation, the Panama 
conference came up with the 
following recommendations: 
A. The gradual reduction of 
U.S. tariffs on the importation 
of basic Latin American com­ 
modities. 
B. The elimination of bilateral 
most-favored 
nation 
agree­ 
ments 
between the U.S. and 
Latin American countries 
favor of regional agreements 
C. Stabilization of prices 
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the chief products of the hemi­ 
sphere, coffee, cocoa, sugar, 
copper and tin. 
VETO BY TOM MANN 
When these proposals went to 
Washington, however, they ran 
up against what is now called 
“ Mann-erism.” 
Tom Mann’s opposition was 
announced in Panama two days 
later. But instead of dressing 
up the veto with explanatory 
detail, there was only a drab, 
blunt negative. 
The 
response 
from

American diplomats was im­ 
mediate. 
Mexican 
Foreign 
Minister 
Antonio 
Carrillo Flores is an 
old friend of the United States. 
He was raised in Brooklyn, 
where his father was a hard­ 
working, 
poverty - stricken 
musician; later spent four years 
in Washington as ambassador. 
He knows and likes the United 
States. But he described the 
veto as “ seriously undermin­ 
ing the accomplishments of the 
Panama conference.” 
Rafael de la Collna, Mexico’s 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, was less diplomatic. He 
called the veto 
“ Inexcusably 
negative and stupid.” 
Even faithful supporters of the 
United States joined 
in the 
critical chorus. For a longtime 
Paraguay and Nicaragua, the 
former under military dictator­ 
ship, have supported us on al­ 
most everyting. But not on this. 
Real fact is that Tom Mann, 
the President's friend, has m is­ 
judged 
the 
temper of Latin 
America. Its most influential 
leaders, Presidents Diaz Ordaz 
of Mexico, Raul Leoni of Vene­ 
zuela, Edurado Frel Montalva 
of Chile, and Belaunde Terry of 
Peru, are determined to push 
toward a Pan American com­ 
mon market whether the U.S. 
likes it or not. 
All this is why Latin Ameri­ 
can diplomats hope President 
Johnson’s 
sudden 
visit 
to 
exico City may start a new 
era of better Pan American 
understanding.

OUR DECLARATION OF 
INDE PENDENCE 
Unless you are a very ex­ 
ceptional citizen, it has prob­ 
ably been a long time since you 
read our Declaration of inde­ 
pendence or heard it read, if 
you 
are 
under 
thirty, the 
chances are you have never read 
it or heard it read. 
It used to be that the Declara­ 
tion of Independence was read 
publicly in village squares all 
over the United States on the 
Fourth of July, and was re­ 
quired reading for every school 
child. So gradually that many 
people were wholly unaware of 
what was happening, that has all 
changed; for many citizens, the 
Declaration 
of Independence 
simply faded out of sight. They 
heard it mentioned; they did 
not know what it contained. 
The Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence is far more than a state­ 
ment that the United States of 
America “ is, and ought to be” 
free from any form of foreign 
rule. It is an indictment of big 
government as such, of any form 
of government which does not 
rest on the direct consent of the 
people and is not fully respon­ 
sive to their wishes. It is the 
classic 
answer to arbitrary 
rule and all the false claims 
used to support it. 
The Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence calls upon natural law 
to redress the balance of justice 
and demonstrate the evil in all 
oppression of some men by 
■others. It applies just as di­ 
rectly to conditions today as in 
1776. The tim eless truths stated 
in the Declaration would not be 
changed if our own government 
became the oppressor. Con­ 
structive citizens should look it 
up and read it, again or per­ 
haps for the first time.

Union Chiefs Angered by Fail­ 
ure To Get Own Contact Man 
in White House 
Washington, D. C.: -- What 
frustrates the labor leaders 
these days is that the White 
House, though its door is always 
open to them, has no complaint 
window. 
For the first time in three 
decades there is no account 
executive 
to 
nurse 
labor’s 
pains, to get it quick action, 
or to rush into the President’s 
office with its urgently tele­ 
phoned requests. 
Labor 
leaders know they 
eventually can get word to Pres­ 
ident Johnson. But then they 
must follow protocol by first 
getting 
their own president, 
George Meany, to intercede for 
them. And he is in the hospital. 
So misunderstanding is com­ 
pounding misunderstanding and 
begetting crisis after crisis. 
Quite often the President does 
not know of these conflicts until 
they hit the front pages. Very 
typical, though not as serious 
as the railroad and coal strikes, 
is the full and still untold story 
of a union threat to strike the 
White House and cut off the 
President’s 
radio 
and 
TV 
broadcasts. 
Before Mr. Johnson quite knew 
what was happening, he read that 
the National Assn. of Broad­ 
cast Employes and Technicians 
(NABET) was threatening “ to 
black out” the White House. 
Then the scurrying began. It 
learned that the union’s real 
gripe was over the Secret Ser­ 
vice's refusal to permit its 
members to handle the TV light­ 
ing during Presidential broad­ 
casts—about which the Presi­ 
dent is quite particular. 
The Secret Service was right. 
The lighting frame is a big, 
heavy apparatus especially de­ 
signed 
by the Army 
Signal 
Corps. If it fell, the President 
would be endangered. So the 
Signal Corps men move it in, 
affix it and later remove it. 
The Secret Service would not 
permit anyone else to handle 
the 
weighty frame. 
NABET 
complained for months. The 
buck was passed round and 
round. But no one in the White 
House knew what to say. 
Then 
came the 
“blackout” 
threat. The administration’s la­ 
bor specialists were summoned 
to 
closed - door 
meetings. 
Amongst them was the calm, 
pipe-smoking, 
knowledgeable 
labor expert, George 
Reedy, 
who now is special Presidential 
trouble-shooter 
occupying a 
large, but not hectic office in 
••the executive mansion’s east 
wing. 
Swiftly he learned there was 
no controversy at all. The prob­ 
lem really had been settled last 
summer. 
The White House 
press office had told the broad­ 
cast 
networks that NABET 
members could climb a ladder 
and handle the lights AFTER 
the Signal Corps had adjusted 


the big frame securely to the 
satisfaction of the Secret Ser­ 
vice. 
But no one had bothered to 
tell the union. There simply has 
been no liaison. 
Had there been a “ complaint 
window” 
for 
second-echelon 
consultation, there never would 
have been a “blackout” up­ 
heaval. 
Now deputy press secretary 
Bob Fleming has been assigned 
to consult with the broadcast­ 
ing unions regularly. 


But this does not give the 
President, 
harassed by war 
pressures, an account executive 
Inside the White House who 
speaks labor’s language—and 
understands it. 
This is unprecedented. Harry 
Truman had his 
“ assistant 
president,” John Steelman,who 
could remember hundreds of 
labor leaders by their first 
names. 
Dwight Eisenhower had the 
late Jim Mitchell, who knewthe 
difference between a union chief 
with 
Social 
Democratic 
in­ 
stincts and aTrotskyiteinWork 
Project Administration (WPA) 
days of the 30s. 
And though it is not known, 
press secretary Jim Hagerty 
took many a labor call from 
old friends. 


The late John Kennedy named 
Ralph Dungan, once on the Sen­ 
ate Labor Committee staff, as 
special 
agent in charge of 
“ beefs.” 
Now the labor leaders say they 
have no one -- and that the 
‘ 'technicians have taken over” 
--meaning, of course, Gardner 
Ackley and his Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers. 
Privately, the labor people 
believe these technicians mean 
them no harm, but that the 
Influential Council is caught 
up in its own “ averages” on 
wages and prices. 
So, if labor has to strike to 
smash 
the 
Council’s 
wage 
guidelines, it will strike, since 
it has no one to go to and say, 
let’s stretch that average here 
and there and get our people 
more money. 
Recently the labor leaders got 
a message to the President say­ 
ing they would be delighted to 
accept 
ex-press 
secretary 
George Reedy as their White 
House liaison. He speaks their 
language. 
“ George” is a meditative fel­ 
low and devoted to the Presi­ 
dent, with whom he has been for 
years. He was born in an In­ 
diana steel town; he has cov­ 
ered labor; he has 
been the 
President’s 
trouble-shooter 
during crises in steel, rails, 
maritime, coal and TV. He 
knows Taft-Hartley as he knows 
the Bible — and he is quite a 
lecturer on morals, philosophy 
and religion. 
But there has been no action. 
Labor 
is 
getting 
restless. 
Strikes, as they say, loom large.

Origin and development of the 
proposal were traced in a state­ 
ment Issued by the joint Cotton 
Producers 
Institute-National 
Cotton Council special commit­ 
tee working for its passage. 
Russell Giffen, Fresno, Calif.,, 
producer 
and CPI Trustee 
chairman, and G. C. Cortright 
of Rolling Fork, Miss., chair­ 
man of the Council’s Board of 
Directors, are co-chairmen of 
the special committee. 
“ The proposal Is by the farm­ 
er because cotton producers 
originated it. The plan is for 
the farmer because it pro­ 
vides a means for producers 
to decide if they want to spend 
their own money to help them­ 
selves. And it is of the farm­ 
er because growers will have 
the sole responsibility for Ini­ 
tiating and directing all re­ 
search and promotion work," 
the statement points out. 
The 
co-chairmen explained 
that months ago CPI Trustees, 
elected by participating grow­ 
ers, recognized a method must 
be devised which would pro­ 
vide cotton with funds neces­ 
sary to counteract efforts by 
synthetic fibers to take cot­ 
ton's markets. 
After long and careful study, 
the Trustees in April, 1965, 
unanimously passed a resolu­

Thus when NBC presented a 
documentary on nuclear prolif­ 
eration Sunday the 
national 
spokesmen 
apparently were 
picked partly for thetr language 
abilities. 
No one has yet been able to 
find a way to handle transla­ 
tions satisftictorily for 
tele­ 
vision viewers. During the im­ 
portant sessions of the United 
Nations Security Council, for 
instance, we heard only 
the 
bland, unemotional voice of the 
translator while speakers like 
Andrei Gromyko, on camera,

Qualified Farm Help 
Sought in Bootheel 
Business Finds Way 
Around Guidelines 


Qualified farm help is being 
sought In several areas 
of 
Southeast Missouri, according 
to a farm labor bulletin Issued 
this week by the Missouri Di­ 
vision of Employment Security. 
While good year-round farm 
families continue to be at a 
premium in the Kennett area, 
day labor and demand appear 
to be in balance. Cool weath­ 
er conditions prevail in this 
area and farm planting is the 
order of the day. There is some 
dryness of ground noted, in spite 
of recent precipitation. 
This, 
coupled with the cool temper­ 
atures, could necessitate re­ 
planting in order to eliminate 
skips. 


The Cape Girardeau 
MDES 
office reports that it is short 
of farm workers for both sea­ 
sonal and year-round Job open­ 
ings. There is a need there Im­ 
mediately for three experienced 
tractor 
operators and seven 
farm families. 
A rain which fell earlier this 
week was a great help to the 
Poplar Bluff area. Some plant­ 
ing has been done here with 
about 60 per cent of the ground 
ready for planting. This office 


also reports a shortage of qual­ 
ified farm help. 
There is very little farm ac­ 
tivity around Caruthersvllle ex­ 
cept the preparation of land for 
planting. Some cotton was ex­ 
pected during this week but has 
been delayed by the cool weath­ 
er. If the weather warms up 
the cotton planting will get un­ 
derway next week. Farmers in 
this area like to wait until the 
soil temperature reaches 65 de­ 
grees or higher. Many farmers 
are becoming concerned about 
the lack of moisture. 
The Sike.^on area activity has 
been limited to corn planting 
and some scattered pre -plant­ 
ing operations. Growers esti­ 
mate that about 70 per cent of 
the corn crop is now in the 
ground. There is an extreme 
short supply of year-round farm 
here. The wages offered range 
between 80 cents and $1.25 an 
hour with some offers of $40 to 
$60 per week, depending on 
qualifications. The heaviest de­ 
mand is for 6- to 8-row farm 
equipment operators. There has

NEW YORK (AP) — The dra. 
matic 
encounter 
In 
recent 
months over wage-price guide* 
posts seemingly always have 
ended in victory for the admin­ 
istration and defeat —and price 
rollbacks — for business. 
But is it so? In the immediate 
conflict business has been the 
loser. But there is evidence 
business learned quickly how to 
get its way while apparently 
observing the guidelines. 
This has been done by mixing 
price cuts with price advances, 
by making increases small, by 
making no announcements of 
increases, by dealing with cus­ 
tomers individually, by main­ 
taining the old pricelist but put­ 
ting more of the transportation 
burden on the buyer and by 
eliminating discounts. 


In addition, an attempt at a 
price or wage increase, publicly 
announced, has a good chance 
of attracting no reprisal from 
Washington. TTieadministration 
has been selective. Some in­ 
creases get by. 


Early in March, UJS.Steel Co. 
boosted prices on a big tonnage 
item, steel plate, by an average 
of $2.92 a ton. At the same time 
it cut prices on another product 
it said could be substituted. 
UJS. Steel called the net result 
of "standoff.” And Gardner 
Ackley, chairman of the Presi­ 
dent's Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, commented: 


"In the Council's judgment, 
relative price adjustments can 
contribute to economic efficien­ 
cy when they take place within 
a framework of price stability.” 
But was it a standoff? Al­ 
though the increase—decrease 
arrangement could confuse an 
electronic computer — UJS. 
Steel tossed away its price lists 
for some nails and a type of 
wire rod and decided to negoti­ 
ate prices instead — some ob­ 
servers now feel the full impact 
was an increase. 
For one 
thing, the increase in the total 
price of steel caused by UJS. 
Steel's price rise seems to be of 
the same magnitude as would 
have been caused by Bethlehem 
Steel Co. abortive attempt to 
raise prices Jan. 1. 
For another, the price de­ 
crease on sheet steel — which 
UJS. Steel hoped could be made 
without the purchase of costly 
new machinery by the buyer. 
Wages also have gone beyond 
the guideposts. The Labor De­ 
partment said major 1965 wage 
increases averaged 3.9 
per 
cent the highest since 
the 
guideposts were established. 
Some evidence exists, then to 
suggest that the power of the 
guideposts isn't as dramatic as 
exhibited in the dramatic roll­ 
back of prices in aluminum and 
steel. 
The effect, in fact, may be 
more psychological than actual.

charge, for picketing the court­ 
house and the judges therin, 
gave the Court's majority its 
greatest problem. The Louisi­ 
ana statute could not be in­ 
validated without serious em­ 
barrassment, since it was a 
carbon copy of a Federal law 
proposed by the Judicial Con­ 
ference of the United States 
and actually drafted within the 
Supreme Court. The record was 
clear that the picketing was 
done to influence the conduct 
of the judges who would try 
the friends of the demonstrat­ 
ors. The majority got the de­ 
fendant out of a predicament 
created by his own blatant viola­ 
tion of law by finding that a 
police roftlcdr'fc "attempt to 
create some order out of the 
chaos 
was permission 
to 
demonstrate 
and hence “en­ 
trapment,” 
although it was 
clear that, 
far from being 
“trapped” into picketing, this 


was the group’s intention all 
the time.

closer to the courthouse than 
they had already come without 
the consent of any official, city, 
State, or Federal.

On New Bridge 


hKANf uOYD 
Court Action Needed 
To Solve Dispute 


CARUTHERSVILLE — A Day­ 
long conference in the office 
of Col. James A. Vivian, Mem­ 
phis district engineer, "pro­ 
duced a free exchange of ideas" 
on the Caruthersville bridge, 
according to Colonel Vivian.

Jack Stapleton, Sr., commis­ 
sion chairman, presided at the 
hearing while Joe Brasher of 
Malden, president of the High­ 
way 25 Assn., spoke for the 
Southeast Missouri group.

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Knowledge Of Viet Nam 
Operation Changes Day 


EDITOR’S 
NOTE — Clark 
Richie of Jay, Okla., is only 
22, but he already is serving 
his second tour in South Viet 
Nam. His outfit is awaiting 
word to go into its first major 
clash with “ Charley,” the Com­ 
munist Viet Cong. The following 
article recounts the events of 
the first of five days that may 
mean life or death for young 
Richie. 


CU CHI, South Viet Nam AP-- 
The young soldier stretched 
flat on top of his bunker, lis­ 
tening and peering out into the 
darkness. 
It was just after midnight Mon­ 
day. The bright moon silvered 
the 
rows 
of barbed 
wire 
stretched in front of him. Be­ 
yond the wire was torn and 
cratered earth and then the 
jagged silhouette of a Jungled 
rubber planation. 
It was in that plantation, a 
couple 
hundred yards away, 
where infantrymen of the 25th 
Division had fought their first 
bloody battles with the Viet 
Cong. The GPs now called that 
ground “ Hell’s Half Acre.” 
It was near Cu Chi, a town 20 
miles northwest of Saigon and 
in the heart of territory con­ 
trolled for decades by the Com­ 
munists. They had built a vast 
network 
of 
tunnels, 
hidden 
trenches, and fortified posi­ 
tions. 
But 
the 
Americans 
had 
gouged out yard by yard the 
land needed for the base camp 
for the division’ s 2nd Brigade 
which had arrived in January. 
And they were determined to 
push the enemy from his strong­ 
hold. 
The young soldier, Pfc. Clark 
Richie, 22, of Jay, Okla., had 
his pistol beside him; the muz­ 
zle of his heavy black machine 
gun jutted from a slit between 
timbers and sandbags in the 
face of the bunker. 
His home in this strange place 
so far from Oklahoma was the 
bunxer--eight feet long, five 
feet wide and five feet deep. R 
was dug from rockhard soil and 
covered with timbers and sand­ 
bags. 
There were four in the bunk­ 
er: Richie, Spec. 4 Ronald Hays, 
18, of East St. Louis, 111.; Spec. 
4 Jim Buddano, 24, of the Bronx, 
N. Y.; and Pfc. Jose Martinez, 
18, also of the Bronx. They be­ 
longed to the Weapons Squad, 
3rd Platoon, B Company, 2nd 
Battalion, 2nd 
Brigade, 25th 
Division. They had been In Viet 
Nam since Jan. 27 after sailing 
from Hawaii where they trained 
at Schofield Barracks for this 
kind of war. 
Richie and Martinez had been 
in Viet Nam before, each for six 
months as machine gunners on 
helicopters. 
As 
Richie lay silent and 
watchful in the cooling night he | 
was reminded of his days as 
“ Shotgun,” as helicopter gun­ 
ners are called. His right leg 
stiffened a bit. It had more 
than 70 small fragments in it 
from the ankle up the inner 
'high. It was almost a year ago 
to the day that Viet Cong bul­ 
lets spurted into his helicopter. 
He had been hospitalized nearly 
a month. 
It was nearly 1:30 a.m. and 
R ichie woke up Buddano to take 
a turn at watch. Each man, 
each night, took two watches of 
11/2 hours. 
Except for the bugs, and blasts 
of U.S. artillery, the night was 
uneventful. 
At 
5:30 a.m. 
a sergeant 
checked to see every one was 
awake in case of a dawn sniper 
or mortar attack. At 6:30 the 
night patrol returned from the 
position of Richie’s Bunker 14. 
The sun was streaking the sky 
yellow and purple. 
Richie filled his steel helmet 
with water and began to shave. 
Talk concentrated on rumors 


passed at breakfast that the out­ 
fit would go on its first major 
operation against “ Charley.” 
Richie was quiet. He finished 
off his shave with slaps of lo­ 
tion and combed his short- 
cropped hair. Fresh and clean, 
he looked like a college boy 
getting ready for a date. But his 
greenish eyes had a tenseness 
about them. His rusty red hair 
was streaked with gray. 


The gray had come in the last 
year, he said. “ There wasn’t a 
single gray hair when I came 
to Viet Nam in February a year 
ago.” 
His 
widowed 
mother, 
68, 
hadn’t wanted him to go back. 
“ And I didn’t volunteer,” he 
said. But here he was. 
His 
mother simply told him: “ Do 
the best job you can. Then come 
home, safe and well.” 


The day grew hotter. By af­ 
ternoon it was 95. 
Richie collected his monthly 
pay -- $165 for a Pfc. and 
$65 for combat -- and arranged 
for two money orders to be sent 
home. 
Richie and the three other 
men from the bunker sat under 
their bamboo trees and sweated. 
They talked about how many

days they had left in Viet Nam 
and when they would go home. 
They talked about dying and the 
upcoming operation.

You don’t 
think about being brave, but you 
hope like hell that you act like 
a man, that you don't disgrace 
yourself, 
that you won’t be 
ashamed.” 
Richie ate dinner at the mess 
tent — fried chicken, boiled po­ 
tatoes, peas, biscuits and iced 
tea. Afterward was mail call. 
Richie 
got a 
letter 
from 
his mother. He read it twice. 
About 8 p.m. the artillery 
blasts picked up tempo, mark­ 
ing the departure of the com­ 
pany’s night patrol. Shells were 
fired ahead of the squad of men 
moving in darkness toward Viet 
Cong-held territory. 
The blasts also marked the 
start of the first night watch. 
The cycle had been made. The 
day had passed like 
many 
others, the barbed wire shone 
again in the moonlight. But to­ 
night there was a new element: 
Richie and the others knew an 
operation was near and it began 
to fill their thoughts. 
Next: A break in routine.

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U.S. Won’t Change 
Red China Policy 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (AP) — For 
weeks and months the Johnson 
administration 
listened 
to 
all kinds of opinions on how to 
handle Red China and now 
it 
has given its answer: the basic 
policy will remain tough and 
unchanged. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
took up a whole page of newspa­ 
per type to say that. This is the 
policy as he stated it:Solongas 
China tries aggression, in Asia 
or elsewhere, the United States 
will try to stop it. 
If Red China abandons the 
belief force is the best way to 
solve disputes, and gives up its 
violent strategy of world revolu­ 
tion, this country would wel­ 
come an era of good relations. 
Rusk made it clear enough he 
sees no hope of change in the 
bellicose thinking of Red China 
so long as the present leaders 
are alive. Therefore, his hopes 
are on their successors, and not 
necessarily in their immediate 
successors. 
He put it this way; 
“ I do not predict any quick 
changes in China. Nor are there 
simple 
solutions. 
Peking's 
present state of mind is 
a 
combination of aggressive ar­ 
rogance and obsessions of its 
own making. . . . 
“ We have little hope of chang­ 
ing the outlook of these leaders. 
They are products of their en­ 
tire lives. They seem to be im­ 
mune to agreement or persua­ 
sion by anyone, including their 
own allies.” 
Then Rusk laid down a 10- 
point American policy for deal­ 
ing with Red China. 


All this was said and done in 
testimony a month ago before 
the Far East subcommittee of 
the House Foreign Affeirs Com­ 
mittee in closed session. His 
testimony was made public over 
the weekend. 
There 
was 
some reason­ 
ableness but no softness in the 
position Rusk took. 
“ If Peking reaps success from 
its current policies, not only its 
present leaders but those who 
follow will be emboldened to 
follow them. This is the path to 
increased tension, and even 
greater dangers to world peace 
in the years ahead,” Rusk said. 
This was an answer to anyone 
advocating a softer line toward 
Red China but it did not close 
the door on efforts to establish 
some kind of relationship which 
did not involve Red China's po­ 
litical 
or 
territorial ambi­ 
tions. 
For example, among his 10 
policy points, Rusk suggested 
trying to enlarge unofficial con­ 
tacts with Red China. lie made 
this statement in March. And 
this month the American gov­ 
ernment invited Red China to 
send some of its scholars and 
scientists to universities in this 
country. 
Over the weekend Red China 
called the offer a fraud. 
Rusk suggested various ways 
in which the United States ancf 
Red China could have some con­ 
tact, all of which is old hat to 
the Chinese who don't like the 
fit and wouldn't give a dime for 
it.

To Be Closed 


DEERING — The Deering C-6 
school system will be totally 
integrated next fall as the re­ 
sult of act ion taken by the school 
board, 
which was followed 
shortly by the resignation of 
two members from the board. 
The integration will be car­ 
ried out by the closing of the 
all-Negro elementary school at 
Gobler at the close of the pres­ 
ent school year. In addition, 
three Negro teachers will be 
absorbed into the Deering sys­ 
tem next fall. Prior to this 
change, there was one Negro 
teacher in the special education 
field. 
The 
Deering schools were 
integrated two years ago under 
a federal 
court 
order and 
Thursday night’s move assures 
the district that it will be in 
compliance with the new guide­ 
line set down by the federal 
government for schools. 
Following the meeting, James 
W. Ratliff and Paul Plunket 
resigned from the school board 
but stated in their letters that 
their reasons were personal. 
Melvin Manning, county super­ 
intendent 
of 
schools, 
was 
notified 
of the resignations 
since when more than one mem­ 
ber of a school board resigns 
it is the duty of the 
county 
superintendent to make the new 
appointments. 
He said he spent most of 
Friday screening possible ap­ 
pointees and trying to find suit­ 
able successors to the pair who* 
had 
resigned. He then an­ 
nounced that the new members 
are Dave Wilkerson, manager of 
the Pemiscot-Dunklin Electric 
Co-op, and Harry Blankenship. 
The Gobler school, the only 
all-Negro school in the system, 
has grades one through six with 
a total present enrollment of 
about 35 students. Ben Griffin, 
superintendent of the Deering 
schools, said the enrollment 
at the start of the year had been 
in the neighborhood of about 50 
but transfers from Gobler have 
dropped it to the present level. 
Griffin 
declined to comment 
on the change. He stated that 
any official announcement from 
the school would come after a 
meeting 
Thursday night when 
the board decides what to do 
with the Gobler property. 
The Gobler school has been 
somewhat of a problem in re­ 
cent years, a Deering school 
patron commented. Civil rights 
people have claimed it was in 
violation of the recent federal 
laws on desegregation.

agreement among all of the par­ 
ticipants that they reject the 
Viet Cong and the efforts of 
Hanoi to impose a political so­ 
lution upon the South by force,” 
said Rusk. He added; 
"It is important of course 
that these political processes 
proceed on the basis of solid­ 
arity on the eventual aims with 
respect to South Viet Nam even 
thaugh, as we ourselves learn, 
e construction of a basic con­ 


stitutional arrangement is a 
complicated and difficult mat­ 
te r.” 
Rusk's testimony came aft­ 
er Barry Goldwater charged 
President Johnson is playing 
politics with the Vietnamese 
war by trying to keep it at "a 
low level” to save Democratic 
seats in next fall's congression­ 
al elections. 
"W e're not exerting our full 
air power against the enemy, 
and I don't think that is playing 
teir with the men who are being 
drafted and the men who are 
being sent over to Viet Nam,” 
Johnson's 1964 
GOP presi­ 
dential opponent said in a copy­ 
right interview in U. S. News 
and World Report. 
Goldwater's volley came as 
Congress returns full force to 
face the Vietnamese political 
storm that broke during the 
Easter recess and as Sec retary 
of State Dean Rusk teces the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. 
The big question: What now? 
In going before the Foreign 
Relations 
group, 
Rusk once 
again was teeing the questions 


of a committee that has been a 
hotbed of congressional c riti­ 
cism of Johnson's Asian poli­ 
cies. 
But chairman J.W .Fulbright, 
D-Ark., said he didn't think 
"there will be any fireworks.'* 
Another 
senior 
Democrat, 
Sen. John J. Sparkman of Ala­ 
bama expressed belief the com 
mittee could discuss the situa 
tion with Rusk — and with Sec 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara Wednesday — "and not 
cause an explosion.” 
The committee's mood, said 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
may depend on Rusk — "to the 
extent he is frank with us.

The irony about the deaths and injury on the 
Michelangelo is that the ship is one of the 
newest ones, presumably equpped with the most 
modern stabilizers and other safety features. 
It will be interesting to note in the event of an 
investigation what radar or other equipment is 
available on the ship to detect storm s along the 
Atlantic route. 
This equipment could mean the difference be­ 
tween life and death for the passengers of a 
ship. 
T ravelers should have no hesitancy about in­ 
quiring about the availability of such safety 
devices before sailing. 
It may be that the Italian ship had all the 
most modern storm detection equipment and 
other safety devices but it still got caught in 
the ferocious storm. 
The ship was struck by waves more than 130 
feet high. Other ships also were caught in the 
storm . 
Two of the fatalities on the Italian liner 
were men, who succumbed to head wounds in 
their first class cabins. 
R egardless of the safety devices available 
and the precautions taken by the crew of the 
M ichelangelo, the tragedy is a reminder that 
life is hazardous and uncertain—a fact rein­ 
forced by the heavy toll on highways all over 
the country.

FOLK CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE 
“ I couldn’t stop making money if I tried,” 
says Joan Baez, the folk singer who made 
sure of her fortune and her future in a sudden, 
stunning performance at the 
1959 Newport 
Folk Festival. Some indication of the truth 
of her statement com es from her total federal 
income tax of about $55,000 last year, of which 
about $35,000 was not imm ediately paid. 
M iss Baez announced in March that she would 
hold out 60 per cent of this year’s tax obliga­ 
tion, 
due on Friday, April 15. This is the 
amount the singer estim ates “ goes for killing 
and torture, 
as in Viet Nam, and for the 
development of even more horrible war methods 
to use in the future.” This will be the third 
year M iss Baez has decided what part of her 
federal income tax she wanted to pay. 
Now, actually, the federal government does 
get the outstanding money, 
and M iss Baez 
knows this. Federal agents just find out where 
her money is, attach liens on it, and collect 
from the banks. Last year they found enough 
to pay for about $6,000 in penalties for 1963 
and 1964. 
The gesture is expensive, but M iss Baez has 
her own rationale. “ My point is not to win a 
fight with the government,” she says (Quoted, 
N. Y. T im es, March 6, 1966). “ I just have 
to do what I think is right. It’s a symbolic pro­ 
test. I’m not foolish enough to think the gov­ 
ernment won’t find the m oney.” 
M iss Baez is anti-war, p ro-civil rights in a 
m ost direct and guileless way. As a singer 
she has been pretty traditional, but her fans 
are alarm ed that her next record is reported 
to be something called folk-rock. As for her 
social view s, she remarks: * ‘Everyone says I’m 
politically naive, and I am. So are the people 
running politics, or we wouldn’t be in wars, 
would w e.”

“ WE HAVE SUCH A DRUG” 
April is Cancer Control Month by Presidential 
proclamation. 
During this month the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society is seeking funds for im­ 
portant programs of research, education and 
service. 
It is also seeking something even 
more important for the immediate present—to 
communicate. 
It would be just as appropriate to designate 
April as Cancer Communication Month. Why? 
As a distinguished health officer said recent­ 
ly: “ If someone invented a drug that would 
cure half of the present cases of cancer, the 
excitem ent would be beyond belief. We have 
such a drug: It is communication.” 
An estim ated one-half of all cases of cancer 
could be cured by finding them soon enough 
and “ doing for them what we already know how 
to do.” However, only one-third is being saved, 
largely because the individual does not go to 
his doctor in tim e for early diagnosis. 
The problem of eliminating the gap between 
one-third and one-half — of adding 95,000 
lives to the 190,000 now saved each year — 
is difficult. It is a problem of communication 
and motivation. Too often we are unable to 
persuade people to act in their own health 
interest - - to present them selves in time for 
early diagnosis and treatment of cancer. At 
minimum, this means a health checkup at least 
once a year. 
During April, 
volunteers of the American 
Cancer Society will be calling on you. They 
will ask for funds to support life-savin g pro­ 
grams in cancer control. They w ill urge you 
to have a health checkup now — if you have 
not already had one — and to do so every y ea r.- 
We urge you to do both.

OUR DECLARATION OF 
INDE PENDENCE 
Unless you are a very ex­ 
ceptional citizen, it has prob­ 
ably been a long time since you 
read our Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence or heard it read, if 
you 
are 
under 
thirty, the 
chances are you have never read 
it or heard it read. 
It used to be that the Declara­ 
tion of Independence was read 
publicly in village squares all 
over the United States on the 
Fourth of July, and was re­ 
quired reading for every school 
child. So gradually that many 
people were wholly unaware of 
what was happening, that has all 
changed; for many citizens, the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
sim ply faded out of sight. They 
heard it mentioned; they did 
not know what it contained. 
The Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence is far more than a state­ 
ment that the United States of 
America “ is, and ought to be” 
free from any form of foreign 
rule. It is an indictment of big 
government as such, of any form 
of government which does not 
rest on the direct consent of the 
people and is not fully respon­ 
sive to their wishes. It is the 
classic 
answer to arbitrary 
rule and all the false claims 
used to support it. 
The Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence calls upon natural law 
to redress the balance of justice 
and demonstrate the evil in all 
oppression of some 
men by 
-oth ers. It applies just as di­ 
rectly to conditions today as in 
1776. The tim eless truths stated 
in the Declaration would not be 
changed if our own government 
became the oppressor. Con­ 
structive citizens should look it 
up and read it, again or per­ 
haps for the first time. HLH

Johnson 
was 
well 
known 
in Mexico long before he be­ 
came president, for standing 
up for the rights of Mexiean- 
American citizens and for help­ 
ing elect the first congress­ 
man of that race, Henry Gon­ 
zales of Texas. It was John­ 
son, who with Cantinflas, stood 
on the rear of a truck making 
speeches for Gonzales all over 
San Antonio. 
Therefore, Lyndon Johnson, 
not only as president but as 
an individual, was most wel­ 
come in Mexico. 
However, some of his policies 
and one of his top advisers 
have not been welcome, and it 
would require several goodwill 
trips to several different coun­ 
tries to undo their mistakes. 
No. 1 mistake-maker is Tom 
Mann of Laredo, Tex., former 
ambassador to Mexico, former 
assistant 
secretary 
for 
the 
American Republics, and now 
an under Secretary of State 
for Economic Affairs. 
Tom 
is 
a charming “ old- 
school" 
diplomat who was 
brought to Washington by the 
late Congressman Maury Mave­ 
rick in the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration, and in -some respects 
grew up in government with 
Lyndon Johnson. 
Lyndon is 
noted for loyalty to his friends. 
On one occasion he even brought 
a group of Latin-American am­ 
bassadors into the White House 
and tried to persuade them, with 
typical Johns Ionian eloquence, 
what a great diplomat Tom 
Mann was. The 
ambassadors 
went away unconvinced. 
They gave Mann credit--or 
discredit—for the shoot-first- 
iook-later decision to land U.S. 
troops in the Dominican Repub­ 
lic, a decision which aroused 
hostile, anti-American senti­ 
ment ail over the hemisphere. 
A.t that time it looked as if 
(J.S.-Latin American relations 
lad hit an all-tim e low. 
A BUST IN PANAMA 
The 
latest 
Pan American 
neeting, in Panama, probably 


has not sent them any lower; 
for they couldn't have gone 
much lower. But neither did it 
raise them. And this was one 
reason 
State Department of­ 
ficials were so delighted when 
President Johnson made his 
last-m inute decision to go to 
Mexico. 
What happened in Panama was 
that diplomats representing the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States tried to accomplish two 
main objectives: 
1. 
Establish a permanent 
peace-keeping force to prevent 
war in the Western Hemisphere. 
2. 
Organize moves to effect 
closer economic cooperation. 
Neither got very far. 
The majority of Latin Ameri­ 
can diplomats gave a solid kick 
in the pants to Washington's 
pet scheme of an OAS peace­ 
keeping force. The project was 
pigeonholed. 
The only major 
country backing us was the m ili­ 
tary government of Brazil. 
But when it came to economic 
cooperation, the Latin Ameri­ 
can nations were genuinely en­ 
thusiastic. There has long been 
talk of a Pan American com­ 
mon market to take advantage 
of the lessons learned from 
the European common market 
and rival it. Already there are 
two modest attempts at common 
markets in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere, one by the five Central 
American nations, the other by 
the nine members of the Free 
Trade Association--Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, Peru, 
Uruguay, Mexico, Columbia and 
Ecuador. 
To further hemisphere eco­ 
nomic cooperation, the Panama 
conference came up with the 
following recommendations: 
A. The gradual reduction of 
U.S. tariffs on the importation 
of basic Latin American com­ 
modities. 
B. The elimination of bilateral 
m ost-favored 
nation 
agree­ 
ments 
between the U.S. and 
Latin American countries in 
favor of regional agreements, 
C. Stabilization of prices fbr 


the chief products of the hem i­ 
sphere, coffee, cocoa, sugar, 
copper and tin. 
VETO BY TOM MANN 
When these proposals went to 
Washington, however, they ran 
up against what is now called 
“ Mann-erism." 
Tom 
Mann's opposition was 
announced in Panama two days 
later. But instead of dressing 
up the veto with explanatory 
detail, there was only a drab, 
blunt negative. 
The 
response 
from 
Latin 
American diplomats was im ­ 
mediate. 
Mexican 
Foreign 
Minister 
Antonio 
Carrillo Flores is an 
old friend of the United States. 
He was raised in Brooklyn, 
where his father was a hard­ 
working, 
poverty - stricken 
musician; later spent four years 
in Washington as ambassador. 
He knows and likes the United 
States. 
But he described the 
veto as “ seriously undermin­ 
ing the accomplishments of the 
Panama conference." 
Rafael de la Colina, Mexico's 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, was less diplomatic. He 
called the veto 
“ Inexcusably 
negative and stupid." 
Even faithful supporters of the 
United 
States 
joined 
in the 
critical chorus. For a longtime 
Paraguay and Nicaragua, the 
form er under military dictator­ 
ship, have supported us on a l­ 
most everyting. But not on this. 
Real fact is that Tom Mann, 
the President’s friend, has m is­ 
judged 
the 
temper of Latin 
America. Its most influential 
leaders, Presidents Diaz Ordaz 
of Mexico, Raul Leoni of Vene­ 
zuela, Edurado Frel Montalva 
of Chile, and Belaunde Terryof 
Peru, are determined to push 
toward a Pan American com ­ 
mon market whether the U.S. 
likes it or not. 
All this is why Latin A m eri­ 
can diplomats hope President 
Johnson's 
sudden 
visit 
to 
Mexico City may start a new 
era of better Pan American 
understanding. 


Union Chiefs Angered by Fail­ 
ure To Get Own Contact Man 
in White House 
Washington, D. C.: - - W'hat 
frustrates the labor leaders 
these days is that the White 
House, though its door is always 
open to them, has no complaint 
window. 
For the first time in three 
decades there is no account 
executive 
to 
nurse 
labor's 
pains, to get it quick action, 
or to rush into the President's 
office with its urgently tele­ 
phoned requests. 
Labor 
leaders 
know 
they 
eventually can get word to P res­ 
ident Johnson. But then they 
must follow protocol by first 
getting 
their 
own president, 
George Meany, to intercede for 
them. And he is in the hospital. 
So misunderstanding is com­ 
pounding misunderstanding and 
begetting crisis after crisis. 
Quite often the President does 
not know of these conflicts until 
they hit the front pages. Very 
typical, though not as serious 
as the railroad and coal strikes, 
is the full and still untold story 
of a union threat to strike the 
White House and cut off the 
President's 
radio 
and 
TV 
broadcasts. 
Before Mr. Johnson quite knew 
what was happening, he read that 
the National Assn. of Broad­ 
cast Employes and Technicians 
(NABET) was threatening “ to 
black out" the White House. 
Then the scurrying began. It 
learned that the union’s real 
gripe was over the Secret Ser­ 
vice’s refusal to permit its 
members tohandletheTVlight- 
ing during Presidential broad­ 
casts—about which the P resi­ 
dent is quite particular. 
The Secret Service was right. 
The lighting frame is a big, 
heavy apparatus especially de­ 
signed 
by the Army 
Signal 
Corps. If it fell, the President 
would be endangered. So the 
Signal Corps men move it in, 
affix it and later remove it. 
The Secret Service would not 
permit anyone else to handle 
the 
weighty 
frame. 
NABET 
complained for months. 
The 
buck was passed round and 
round. But no one in the White 
House knew what to say. 
Then 
came the 
“ blackout" 
threat. The administration’s la­ 
bor specialists were summoned 
to 
closed - door 
meetings. 
Amongst them was the calm, 
pipe-smoking, 
knowledgeable 
labor expert, George 
Reedy, 
who now is special Presidential 
trouble-shooter 
occupying 
a 
large, but not hectic office in 
•the executive mansion's east 
wing. 
Swiftly he learned there was 
no controversy at all. The prob­ 
lem really had been settled last 
summer. 
The White House 
press office had told the broad­ 
cast 
networks that NABET 
members could climb a ladder 
and handle the lights AFTER 
the Signal Corps had adjusted 


the big frame securely to the 
satisfaction of the Secret Ser­ 
vice. 
But no one had bothered to 
tell the union. There simply has 
been no liaison. 
Had there been a “ complaint 
window" 
for 
second-echelon 
consultation, there never would 
have been a “ blackout" up­ 
heaval. 
Now deputy press secretary 
Bob Fleming has been assigned 
to consult with the broadcast­ 
ing unions regularly. 


But this does not give the 
President, 
harassed by war 
pressures, an account executive 
inside the White House who 
speaks labor's language--and 
understands it. 
This is unprecedented. Harry 
Truman 
had 
his 
“ assistant 
president," John Steelman,who 
could remember hundreds 
of 
labor leaders by their first 
names. 
Dwight Elsenhower had the 
late Jim Mitchell, who knewthe 
difference between a union chief 
with 
Social 
Democratic 
in­ 
stincts and aTrotskyite in Work 
Project Administration (WPA) 
days of the 30s. 
And though it is not known, 
p ress secretary Jim Hagerty 
took many a labor call from 
old friends. 


The late John Kennedy named 
Ralph Dungan, once on the Sen­ 
ate Labor Committee staff, as 
special 
agent in charge of 
“ beefs." 
Now the labor leaders say they 
have no one -- and that the 
“ technicians have taken over" 
--m eaning, of course, Gardner 
Ackley and his Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers. 
Privately, the labor people 
believe these technicians mean 
them 
no harm, but that the 
influential Council 
is 
c a u g h t 
up in its own “ averages" on 
wages and prices. 
So, if labor has to strike to 
sm ash 
the 
Council's 
wage 
guidelines, it will strike, since 
it has no one to go to and say, 
let's stretch that average here 
and there and get our people 
more money. 
Recently the labor leaders got 
a m essage to the President say­ 
ing they would be delighted to 
accept 
ex-press 
secretary 
George Reedy as their White 
House liaison. He speaks their 
language. 
“ George" is a meditative fel­ 
low and devoted to the P resi­ 
dent, with whom he has been for 
years. He was born in an In­ 
diana steel town; he has cov­ 
ered labor; he has 
been the 
President's 
trouble-shooter 
during crises in steel, rails, 
m aritim e, coal and TV. 
He 
knows Taft-Hartley as he knows 
the Bible -- and he is quite a 
lecturer on morals, philosophy 
and religion.

There is irony in the loss of three lives and 
the injury to ll others on the Italian luxury 
liner Michelangelo 
during a storm on the 
Atlantic. 
The American people have become aroused 
about heavy loss of lives on antiquated cruise 
ships of foreign registry. This concern Is proper. 
The requirements for safety on many of these 
ships doesn’t match that of those of this country. 
More stringent requirements may be imposed 
but meanwhile Americans are advised to investi­ 
gate the ship on which they are sailing. 
The irony about the deaths and injury on the 
Michelangelo is that the ship is one of the 
newest ones, presumably equpped with the most 
modern stabilizers and other safety features. 
It will be interesting to note in the event of an 
investigation what radar or other equipment is 
available on the ship to detect storm s along the 
Atlantic route. 
This equipment could mean the difference be­ 
tween life and death for the passengers of a 
ship. 
T raw lers should have no hesitancy about in­ 
quiring about the availability of such safety 
devices before sailing. 
It may be that the Italian ship had ail the 
most modern storm detection equipment and 
other safety devices but it still got caught in 
the ferocious storm. 
The ship was struck by waves more than 130 
feet high. Other ships also were caught in the 
storm . 
Two of the fatalities on the Italian liner 
were men, who succumbed to head wounds in 
their first class cabins. 
Regardless of the safety devices available 
and the precautions taken by the crew of the 
Michelangelo, the tragedy Is a reminder that 
life is hazardous and uncertain—a fact rein­ 
forced by the heavy toll on highways all over 
the country.

FOLK CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE 
"I couldn't stop making money if I tried," 
says Joan Baez, the folk singer who made 
sure of her fortune and her future in a sudden, 
stunning performance at the 
1959 Newport 
Folk »Festival. * Some indication of the truth 
of her statement comes from her total federal 
income tax of about $55,000 last year, of which 
about $35,000 was not immediately paid. 
Miss Baez announced in March that she would 
hold out 60 per cent of this y ear's tax obliga­ 
tion, 
due on Friday, April 15. This is the 
amount the singer estim ates "goes for killing 
and torture, as in Viet Nam, and for the 
development of even more horrible war methods 
to use in the future." This will be the third 
year Miss Baez has decided what part of her 
federal income tax she wanted to pay. 
Now, actually, the federal government does 
get the outstanding money, and Miss Baez 
knows this. Federal agents just find out where 
her money is, attach liens on it, and collect 
from the banks. Last year they found enough 
to pay for about $6,000 in penalties for 1963 
and 1964. 
The gesture is expensive, but Miss Baez has 
her own rationale. "My point is not to win a 
fight with the government," she says (tooted, 
N. Y. Times, March 6, 1966). "I just have 
to do what I think is right. It’s a symbolic pro­ 
test. I’m not foolish enough to think the gov­ 
ernment won't find the money." 
Miss Baez is anti-war, pro-civil rights in a 
most direct and guileless way. As a singer 
she has been pretty traditional, but her fans 
are alarmed that her next record is reported 
to be something called folk-rock. As for her 
social views, she rem arks: "Everyone says I'm 
politically naive, and I am. So are the people 
running politics, or we wouldn't be in wars, 
would we."

"WE HAVE SUCH A DRUG" 
April Is Cancer Control Month by Presidential 
proclamation. During this month the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society is seeking funds for im­ 
portant program s of research, education and 
service. It is also seeking something even 
more important for the immediate present—to 
communicate. 
It would be just as appropriate to designate 
April as Cancer Communication Month. Why? 
As a distinguished health officer said recent­ 
ly: "If someone invented a drug that would 
cure half of the present cases of cancer, the 
excitement would be beyond belief. We have 
such a drug: It is communication." 
An estimated one-half of all cases of cancer 
could be cured by finding them soon enough 
and "doing for them what we already know how 
to do." However, only one-third is being saved, 
largely because the individual does not go to 
his doctor in time for early diagnosis. 
The problem of eliminating the gap between 
one-third and one-haif — of adding 95,000 
lives to the 190,000 now saved each year — 
is difficult. It is a problem of communication 
and motivation. Too often we are unable to 
persuade people to act in their own health 
interest — to present themselves in time for 
early diagnosis and treatment of cancer. At 
minimum, this means a health checkup at least 
once a year. 
During April, volunteers of the American 
Cancer Society will be calling on you. They 
will ask for funds to support life-saving pro­ 
grams in cancer control. They will urge you 
to have a health checkup now — if you have 
not already had one — and to do so every year. 
We urge you to do both.

has not sent them any lower; 
for they couldn't have gone 
much lower. But neither did it 
raise them. And this was one 
reason 
State Department of­ 
ficials were so delighted when 
President Johnson made his 
last-minute decision to go to 
Mexico. 
What happened ta Panama was 
that diplomats representing the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States tried to accomplish two 
main objectives: 
1. 
Establish a permanent 
peace-keeping force to prevent 
war in the Western Hemisphere. 
2. 
Organize moves to effect 
closer economic cooperation. 
Neither got very far. 
The majority of Latta Ameri­ 
can diplomats gave a solid kick 
in the pants to Washington's 
pet scheme of an OAS peace­ 
keeping force. The project was 
pigeonholed. The only major 
country backing us was the m ill' 
tary government of Brazil. 
But when It came to economic 
cooperation, the Latin Ameri­ 
can nations were genuinely en­ 
thusiastic. There has long been 
talk of a Pan American com­ 
mon market to take advantage 
of the lessons learned from 
the European common market 
and rival it. Already there are 
two modest attempts at common 
markets in the Western Hemi­ 
sphere, one by the five Central 
American nations, the other by 
the nine members of the Free 
Trade Association--Argent Ina, 
Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, Peru, 
Uruguay, Mexico, Columbia and 
Ecuador. 
To further hemisphere eco­ 
nomic cooperation, the Panama 
conference came up with the 
following recommendations: 
A. The gradual reduction of 
U.S. tariffs on the importation 
of basic Latin American com­ 
modities. 
B. The elimination of bilateral 
most-favored 
nation agree­ 
ments 
between the U.S. and 
Latin American countries in 
favor of regional a g reem en ts, 
C. Stabilization of prices for 


the chief products of tho hemi­ 
sphere, coffee, cocoa, sugar, 
copper and tin. 
VETO BY TOM MANN 
When these proposals went to 
Washington, however, they ran 
up against what is now called 
“ Mann-ertsm." 
Tom Mann's opposition was 
announced in Panama two days 
later. But Instead of dressing 
up the veto with explanatory 
detail, there was only a drab, 
blunt negative. 
The 
response 
from 
Latin 
American diplomats was Im­ 
mediate. 
Mexican 
Foreign 
Minister 
Antonio Carrillo Flores Is an 
old friend of the United States. 
He was raised ta Brooklyn, 
where his father was a hard­ 
working, 
poverty - stricken 
musician; later spent four years 
In Washington as ambassador. 
He knows and likes the United 
States. But he described the 
veto as “ seriously undermin­ 
ing the accomplishments of the 
Panama conference." 
Rafael de la Collna, Mexico's 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, was less diplomatic. He 
called the veto “ Inexcusably 
negative and stupid." 
Even faithful supporters of the 
United States joined 
in the 
critical chorus. For a long time 
Paraguay and Nicaragua, the 
former under military dictator­ 
ship, have supported us on al­ 
most eventing. But not on this. 
Real fact Is that Tom Maim, 
the President’s friend, has mis­ 
judged 
the 
temper of Latin 
America. Its most Influential 
leaders, Presidents Diaz Ordaz 
of Mexico, Raul Leonl of Vene­ 
zuela, Edurado Frel Montalva 
of i Ii lie, and Bel nu tide Terry of 
Peru, ire determined to jiush 
toward a Pan American com­ 
mon market whether the U.S. 
likes It or not. 
All this Is why Latin Ameri­ 
can diplomats hope President 
Johnson's 
sudden 
visit 
to 
Mexico City may start a new 
era of better Pan American 
understanding. 


Union Chiefs Angered by Fail­ 
ure To Get Own Contact Man 
In White House 
Washington, D. c.: — What 
frustrates the labor leaders 
these days Is that the White 
House, though its door Is always 
open to them, has no complaint 
window. 
For the first time ta three 
decades there is no account 
executive 
to 
nurse 
labor's 
pains, to get it quick action, 
or to rush into the President's 
office with its urgently tele­ 
phoned requests. 
Labor 
leaders 
know they 
eventually can get word to Pres­ 
ident Johnson. But then they 
must follow protocol by first 
getting 
their own president, 
George Meany, to intercede for 
them. And he is ta the hospital. 
So misunderstanding Is com­ 
pounding misunderstanding and 
begetting crisis after crisis. 
Quite often the President does 
not know of these conflicts until 
they hit the front pages. Very 
typical, though not aa serious 
aa the railroad and coal atrlkes, 
Is the full and still untold story 
of a union threat to strike the 
White House and cut off the 
President's 
radio 
and TV 
broadcasts. 
Before Mr. Johnson quite knew 
what was happening, he read that 
the National Assn. of Broad­ 
cast Employes and Technicians 
(NABET) was threatening “ to 
black out" the White House. 
Then the scurrying began. It 
learned that the union's real 
gripe was over the Secret Ser­ 
vice’s refusal to permit IU 
members to handle the TV light­ 
ing during Presidential broad­ 
casts—about which the Presi­ 
dent is quite particular. 
The Secret Service was right. 
The lighting frame Is a big, 
heavy apparatus especially de­ 
signed 
by the Army Signal 
Corps. If it fell, the President 
would be endangered. So the 
Signal Corps men move It In, 
affix it and later remove It. 
The Secret Service would not 
permit anyone else to handle 
the weighty 
frame. 
NABET 
complained for months. The 
buck was passed round and 
round. But no one In the White 
House knew what to say. 
Then 
came the 
“ blackout" 
threat. The administration’s la­ 
bor specialists were summoned 
to 
closed - door 
meetings. 
Amongst them was the calm, 
pipe-smoking, 
knowledgeable 
labor expert, George 
Reedy, 
who now is special Presidential 
trouble-shooter 
occupying a 
large, but not hectic office In 
•the executive mansion's east 
wing. 
Swiftly he learned there was 
no controversy at all. The prob­ 
lem really had been settled last 
summer. 
The White House 
press office had told the broad­ 
cast 
networks that NABET 
members could climb a ladder 
and handle the lights AFTER 
the Signal Corps had adjusted 


the big frame securely to the 
satisfaction of the Secret Ser­ 
vice. 
But no one had bothered to 
tell the union. TTM re simply has 
been no liaison. 
Had there been a "complaint 
window" 
for 
second-echelon 
consultation, there never would 
have been a “ blackout" up­ 
heaval. 
Now deputy press secretary 
Bob Fleming has been assigned 
to consult with the broadcast­ 
ing unions regularly. 
But this does not give the 
President, 
harassed by war 
pressures, an account executive 
inside the White House who 
speaks labor's language--and 
understands it. 
This Is unprecedented. Harr)' 
Truman 
had 
his 
“ assistant 
president," John Steelman.who 
could remember hundreds of 
labor leaders by their first 
names. 
Dwight Elsenhower had the 
late Jim Mitchell, who knew the 
difference between a union chief 
with Social 
Democratic 
In­ 
stincts and a Trotsky lte In Work 
Project Administration (WPA) 
days of the 30s. 
And though it is not known, 
press secretary Jim Hagerty 
took many a labor call from 
old friends. 


The late John Kennedy named 
Ralph Dungan, once on the Sen­ 
ate Labor Committee staff, as 
special 
agent In charge of 
“ beefs." 
Now the labor leaders say they 
have no one — and that the 
“ technicians have taken over" 
--meaning, of course, Gardner 
Ackley and his Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers. 
Privately, the labor people 
believe these technicians mean 
them no harm, but that the 
influential Council Is caught 
up In Its own “ averages" on 
wages and prices. 
So, lf labor has to strike to 
smash 
the 
Council's wage 
guidelines, It will strike, since 
it has no one to go to and say, 
let's stretch that average here 
and there and get our people 
more money. 
Recently the labor leaders got 
a message to the President say­ 
ing they would be delighted to 
accept 
ex-press 
secretary 
George Reedy as their White 
House liaison. He speaks their 
language. 
“ George" is a meditative fel­ 
low and devoted to the Presi­ 
dent, with whom he has been for 
years. He was born In an In­ 
diana steel town; he has cov­ 
ered labor; he has 
been the 
President's 
trouble-shooter 
during c r ises in s t e e l , rails, 
maritime, coal and TV. He 
knows Taft-Hartley as he knows 
the Bible -- and he is quite a 
lecturer on morals, philosophy 
and religion. 
But there has been no action. 
Labor 
is 
getting 
restless. 
.Strikes, as they say, loom large.

Origin and development of the 
proposal were traced In a state­ 
ment Issued by the joint Cotton 
Producers 
Institute-National 
Cotton Council special commit­ 
tee working for its passage. 
Russell Glffen, Fresno, Calif., 
producer 
and 
CPI 
Trustee’ 
chairman, and G. C. Cortright 
of Rolling Fork, Miss., chair­ 
man of the Council's Board of 
Directors, are co-chairmen of 
the special committee. 
“ The proposal is by the farm­ 
er because cotton producers 
originated it. The plan is for 
the farmer because it pro­ 
vides a means for producers 
to decide if they want to spend 
their own money to help them­ 
selves. And it is of the farm­ 
er because growers will have 
the sole responsibility for Ini­ 
tiating and directing all re­ 
search and promotion work," 
the statement points out. 
The 
co-chairmen 
explained 
that months ago CPI Trustees, 
elected by participating grow­ 
ers, recognized a method must 
be devised which would pro­ 
vide cotton with funds neces­ 
sary to counteract efforts by 
synthetic fibers to take cot­ 
ton’s markets. 
After long and careful study, 
the 
Trustees In April, 1965, 
unanimously passed a resolu­ 
tion recommending 
the 
de­ 
velopment and enactment of leg­ 
islation to provide for a grow­ 
er referendum to enable uni­ 
form collection of funds as 
approved by farmers. 
The resolution directed the of­ 
ficers of CPI to work with the 
Council In developing the leg­ 
islation and requested the Coun­ 
cil's Board of Directors to 
sponsor the act in Congress. 
The operating policy commit­ 
tee, headed by Harold Young,

Ark., 
farmer, 
unanimously approved the pro­ 
posal and recommended It to 
the Council’s Board. At a June 
meeting the board approved the 
proposal. 
Making up the board are 35 
men elected by delegates rep­ 
resenting producers and the six 
other segments of the Council. 
They are from every area of the 
Cotton Belt. 
The proposal, as well as the 
dire need for it, was explained 
fully at 14 state and area Found­ 
ers Committee meetings last 
summer and fall.

A rain which fell earlier this 
week was a great help to the 
Poplar Bluff area. Some plant­ 
ing has been done here with 
about 60 per cent of the ground 
ready for planting.

To Solve Dispute 


CARUTHERSVILLE — A Day­ 
long conference in the office 
of Col. Jam es A. Vivian, Mem­ 
phis district engineer, “ pro­ 
duced a free exchange of ideas” 
on the Caruthersville bridge, 
according to Colonel Vivian.

‘Obstacle Course’ by Driver 


KEN NETT — Southeast Mis­ 
sourians, almost 150 in number, 
overflowed the hearing room in 
Jefferson City when they pre­ 
sented the case for Highway 25 
improvement before the State 
Highway Commission. 
Jack Stapleton, Sr., commis­ 
sion chairman, presided at the 
hearing while Joe Brasher of 
Malden, president of the High­ 
way 25 Assn., spoke for the 
Southeast Missouri group. 
Brasher reported that the as­ 
sociation was well received by 
the Highway Commission for the 
30-minute hearing. The meet­ 
ing was opened with the showing 
of colored slides depicting con­ 
ditions along 
Highway 
25. 
Brasher pointed out that this 
road was built in 1921 and is 
now full of holes, is too narrow 
and completely inadequate for 
the traffic that must travel over 
it. 
One of the slides shown was 
of a billboard located on High­ 
way 25 just south of Holcomb

Rugged Road--Join the Scouts.”

It 
was designed to permit govern­ 
ment employes on state and 
local levels to organize for col­ 
lective bargaining. 
Hyder maintained the com­ 
mission is prohibited by the 
state constitution from enter­ 
ing into bargaining agreements. 
Jack Stapleton Sr., commis­ 
sion chairman, said the com­ 
mission would welcome clarifi­ 
cation in the courts. 
“ I wish they would go into 
court,” he said, “ if the court 
tells us we’re wrong, then you 
know we’re going to change our 
position.”

Knowledge Of Viet Nam 
Operation Changes Day 


EDITOR’S 
NOTE — Clark 
Richie of Jay, Okla., is only 
22, but he already is serving 
his second tour in South Viet 
Nam. His outfit is awaiting 
word to go into its first m ajor 
clash with “ Charley,” the Com­ 
munist Viet Cong. The following 
article recounts the events of 
the first of five days that may 
mean life or death for young 
Richie 


CU CHI, South Viet Nam AP— 
The young soldier stretched 
flat on top of his bunker, lis ­ 
tening and peering out into the 
darkness. 
It was just after midnight Mon­ 
day. The bright moon silvered 
the 
rows 
of 
barbed 
wire 
stretched in front of him. Be­ 
yond the wire was torn and 
cratered earth and then the 
jagged silhouette of a jungled 
rubber pi a nation. 
It was in that plantation, a 
couple 
hundred yards away, 
where infantrymen of the 25th 
Division had fought their first 
bloody battles with the Viet 
Cong. The GPs now called that 
ground “ Hell’s Half A cre.” 
It was near Cu Chi, a town 20 
m iles northwest of Saigon and 
in the heart of territo ry con­ 
trolled for decades by the Com­ 
m unists. They had built a vast 
network 
of 
tunnels, 
hidden 
trenches, and fortified posi­ 
tions. 
But 
the 
Am ericans 
had 
gouged out yard by yard the 
land needed for the base camp 
fo r the division’s 2nd Brigade 
which had arrived in January. 
And they were determ ined to 
push the enem vfrom his strong­ 
hold. 
The young soldier, Pfc. Clark 
Richie, 22, of Jay, Okla., had 
h is pistol beside him; the muz­ 
zle of his heavy black machine 
gun jutted from a slit between 
tim b ers and sandbags in the 
face of the bunker. 
His home in this strange place 
so far from Oklahoma was the 
bun*er--eight feet long, five 
feet wide and five feet deep. It 
was dug from rockhard soil and 
covered with tim bers and sand­ 
bags. 
There were four in the bunk­ 
e r: Richie, Spec. 4 Ronald Hays, 
18, of East St. Louis, 111.; Spec. 
4 Jim Buddano, 24, of the Bronx, 
N. Y.; and Pfc. Jose M artinez, 
18, also of the Bronx.

solve disputes, and gives up its 
violent strategy of world revolu­ 
tion, this country would wel­ 
come an era of good relations. 
Rusk made it clear enough he 
sees no hope of change in the 
bail I cose thinking of Red China 
so long as the present leaders 
are alive. Therefbre, his hopes 
are on their successors, and not 
necessarily in their immediate 
successors. 
He put It this way: 
'•I do not predict any quick 
changes in China. Nor are there 
simple 
solutions. 
Peking's 
present state of mind is 
a 
combination of aggressive a r­ 
rogance and obsessions of its 
own making. . . . 
"We have little hope of chang­ 
ing the outlook of these leaders. 
They are products of their en­ 
tire lives. They seem to he im­ 
mune to agreement or persua­ 
sion by anyone, Including their 
own allies.” 
Then Rusk laid down a IO. 
point American policy for deal­ 
ing with Red China. 


AU this was said and done In 
testimony a month ago before 
the Far East subcommittee of 
the House Foreign Affiitra Com­ 
mittee in closed session. His 
testimony was made public over 
the weekend. 
There 
was 
some reason­ 
ableness but no softness in the 
position Rusk took. 
'I f Peking reaps success from 
its current policies, not only its 
present leaders but those who 
follow wUl be emboldened to 
follow them. This is the path to 
Increased 
tension, and even 
greater dangers to world peace 
in the years ahead,” Rusk said. 
This was an answer to anyone 
advocaUng a softer line toward 
Red China but it did not close 
the door on efforts to establish 
some kind of relationship which 
did not Involve Red China's po­ 
litical 
or 
territorial amb!- 
Bons. 
For example, among his IO 
policy points, Rusk suggested 
trying to enlarge unofficial con­ 
tacts with Red China, lie made 
this statement In March. And 
this month the American gov­ 
ernment United Red China to 
send some of Its scholars and 
scientists to universities in this 
country. 
Over the weekend Red China 
called the offer a fraud. 
Rusk sun*sted various ways 
in which the United States ancf 
Red China could have some con­ 
tact, all of which is old hat to 
the Chinese who don't like the 
fit ami wouldn't give a dime for 
It.
